INCREASING SALES. 
June sales of the average hardware merchant in 
Nebraska were 8 per cent above the same month a 
year ago, made while a 1 per cent decline was being 
recorded for the nation, for the same period. A simi­ 
lar decline was also noted for the first six months of 
1927, compared with the same period a year ago, in 
the state and nation. 
There can be but one reason for such a situation— 
a bumper wheat crop, better prices because of a world 
shortage, and more than a fair corn crop in sight at 
good prices. 
When the farmer is harvesting good crops at good 
prices he is happy and contented. He markets his 
products, pays his obligations and immediately be­ 
gins planning Improvements for his lands and home­ 
stead. 
This Is reflected in two avenues of trade—the local 
hardware dealer and the general store, and from 
them into the wholesale and manufacturing Indus­ 
tries. 
Both feel the effect almost immediately, 
whether It be for better or for worse. 
The fact that the hardware merchant as early as 
June began to feel the oncoming of agricultural pros­ 
perity. augurs well for business In Nebraska during 
the rest of the year. As crops continue to move to 
major markets and prospects for corn hold good the 
situation will be noticeable to a much greater ex tent 
than was shown in June.

(William F. Cody). 
Most famous of them were Brig­ 
ham. Buckskin Joe, Powder-Face, 
T.x ll Bull and Old Charlie. 
Brigham, homely and 
iingainiy 
but efficient, was a,ssociated with 
Colonci Cody’s first rise to fame. 
Billy Cody, as he was then known, 
had gained a reputation as a niarks- 
man and the Goddard brothers, who 
hr.d the contract for feeding con­ 
struction workers on the 
Kansas 
and Pacific railway, in 1888 hired 
him to provide buffalo meat. 
Cody’s agreement provided 
that 
he should kill 4,280 of the animals 
and he fulfilled It to the letter, 
aided by Brigham, who learned the 
maneuvers 
of 
the 
chase 
so 
thoroughly that he did not require 
direction. Billy Cody from now* on 
became known as Buffalo Bill. 
His friends thought Buffalo Bill 
the mo.*st ex cellent 
buffalo killer 
killer alive. But another well known 
mark.sman, Billy Comst(5ck, backed 
by an army officer, whose name is 
lest, challenged him to a test of 
skill, . 
For a bet of $300, they shot buf­ 
falo from 8 a. m. 
until 
4 p. to., 
twentr miles ea.st of Sheridan, Kan- 
s^ . 
When the count was coni- 
plettd it was found that Comstock 
had brought down 46 beasts, while 
Cody had felled 69. 
Buffalo Bill’s victory was largely 
due to Brigham. The wise old ani­ 
mal ran without rein, re.spondlng 
to a wave of the hand. More than 
once Brigham’s speed and endur­ 
ance saved his master from death at 
the hands of the Indians, but wlien 
there was an Indian uprkslng and 
General Sheridan made Buffalo BUI 
bis chief of scouts, Cody concluded 
he must have a younger horse for 
this rcrvlce. 
Many of his friends 
wanted to buy Brigham. He couldn’t 
decide between them, so he held a 
raffle among them.

Many people sometimes tay that 
weather causes smut. 
This is not 
true, but weather may be such that 
ti has considerable to do with its 
development. 
Smut is a parasitic 
plant. 
It starts from 
the 
seed. 
When conditions are favorable the 
smut seedling flourish» ? 
The seeds or spores of the stink­ 
ing smut are very small. They are 
;so small that they cannot be seen 
with the naked ey ge. These spores 
; are produced in a mass replaiclng 
J the starch and other material in 
! a normal wheat kernel. 
The .spore 
I filled kernels are known as smut 
: balls. 
In threshing ajjd handling 
1 the wheat these smut balls are bro­ 
ken open and tiny spores which 
are in the ball spread over the 
' healthy kernels 
of 
wheat.

i wheat Is sown and soon these spores 
I develop in the normal way prpvld- 
! Ing the weather conditions are fa- 
; \orable. 
As the smut spores grow, 
they force their way into the ten­ 
der seedling sprout of the wheat 
and then grow up and inside the 
stalk.
